Third, King of England, becauſe he was the firſt 
of theſe Princes who was ſtiled Prince of Wales 
(the Title ſince uſually given to the Sons and 
Heirs of this Crown), and I have been particular 
only as to thoſe Princes who have ſucceeded 


him with that Stile; yet tis to be obſerved, 


that from the Time of the ancienteſt of the Eng- 
1i/b Monarchs, their Eldeſt Sons were dignified 
with Titles, and provided with Revenues ſuitable 
to their Birth : And notwithſtanding their Titles 
(as in all other Empires and Kingdoms). have 
ſometimes differ d; yet were they primarily ho- 
nourary, and ſuch as were belonging to the 2 
a .

it being of itſelf the greateſt and moſt princely

Nevertheleſs, other Titles have been 3

In Elective 8 and 3 the Eldeſt 
Sons were not enobled by their Birth like heredi- 
tary Princes, having no Title to ſucceed their Fa- 
thers; ſome of them were therefore made Part- 

ners in the Government, and Aſſociates in the 
Imperial Titles, and others created or elected into 
the higheſt Honours next the Crown, thereby to 
give them a Title in the Succeſſion to it. 


But theſe Sons of hereditary Monarchs were, 
and are the moſt Excellent and Illuſtrious; they 
© Royal, from their Birth, predeſtin'd to a 
Crown,  and*bear in themſelves (next, under their 
Fathers) xthe Succeſſors to it; they have there- 
fore great Rank and high Prerogatives due to 
them, and are attended with moſt reſplendent 
Honours and Dignities. 


Among the foreign Lawyers it has been a fre- 
quent Opinion, That Filius Regis, rex vocari de- 
bet, quamvis regnum non habet; and that he is

In the Veſtern Empire of the Pranks and Ger- 
mans, Rex Italiæ, Rex Ger maniæ, Rex Romano- 
rum, or King of the Romans, were Titles attri- 
buted to the Succeſſors apparent of the Empire, 
which laſt is ſtill given to the Perſon elected into 
the Succeſſion of the German Empire. 


This has likewiſe been the Manner in Spain; the 
eldeſt Son of that King in his Father's Life-time 
was ſometimes ſo ſtiled by his Father and him- 
ſelf; and the like occurr d in the elder Times of 
ſundry other Nations: But this was uſually no- 
minal only, and given as an Appellation of Ho- 
nour, by which to diſtinguiſh them above other 
Subjects, and point out their Proximity to the 
Crown; wherefore Fils aiſne, Filius primogenitus, 


was ſtill continued with, and plac d before it as the 
ct] Title. | 


However, the Stile of King has been ſince dil- 


uſed in the Sons of Kings, it being deemed incom- 


patible with any kind of Subjection, and only al- 
lowed (as denoting Supremacy) to ſuch Princes 
who have Kingdoms beſtowd upon them, with 
Regal Power independant of their Fathers, or 
other Sovereigns : But Princeps, the Chief or 
Principal in degree next the Crown, was the 
Heir apparent's undoubted Birth-right, a Name 
of Excellency and Honour they were always and 


properly 
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properly intitled to, and which of | later Days has 
in a more eſpecial Manner been aſcrabd to em. 


The Princes being the firſt next the Throne, 
the Support and Maintenance of their State and 
Degree was always provided for in every. King- 
dom, according to the Dignity of the Crown they 
were born to inherit. . The higheſt, moſt ho- 
nourable and profitable Offices have been ſome- 
times conferr d upon them; ſome have had Go- 
vernments of Provinces and great Commands 
given them; upon others rich Territories with 
extenſive Powers have been beſtow'd, and all in 
general diſtinguiſh'd by their Revenues as well as 
their Titles, to be the next in Succeſſion. 


The Heir apparent to the Imperial Crown of 
England is ſtationd in the firſt Rank of here- 
ditary Princes, being born to the Expectation of 
a Monarchy, antient and ſublime, rich and power- 
ful, whoſe Kings are inveſted with the complete 
Rights of Majeſty and Sovereignty, who are ſu- 
preme and independant, yielding Obedience only 
to God and the Laws by which they govern, and 
who are ſtill the more glorious, in being Guardi- 
ans of the Liberties, and Defenders of the Lives 


and Fortunes of a free-born, generous and braye 
People.

In that famous Treaty of Renunciation at Bretigny near Char- 
tres, on the Behalf of Edward King of England, and John King 
of France; it was agreed that the City, Caſtle and County of 
Poictiers, and all the County of Poictou, Thouars, Beluille, Xain- 
tes and Xantogne, with the Town and Fortreſs of Rochelle, the City

The Creation of this Prince being performed with great solem- 
nity, I ſhall inſert the Ceremonial of it, as given by one of the 
Anm, at Arms. 

The zoth of May 16 10, the Prince, e 00 with Sreril 
young Noblemen, and his own Servants, rode from his Court at 


St. Fames's to Richmond, where he continued that Night. The 


next Day he (et out from thence by Water for Whrtehall; and the 
Lord-Mayor and Aldermen, with: the ſeveral Companies of the 


City of London, in their Formalities, attended his Highneſs in 


their Barges at Barn-Elmes, where he was entertained with a Ban- 
quet; and Speeches were made to him at other Places on the 
River; one by a Neptune upon a Dolphin, another by a Sea God- 
deſs upon a Whale, &c. 


The Prince, upon his landing at Whitehall, was received by the 


| Officers of his Majeſty's Houſhold, in their proper Stations, vi. 


At the Water Gate, by the Knight Marſhal and Serjeant Porter; ; 
in the Hall, by the Treaſurer and Comptroller of the Houſhold ; 
in the Great Chamber, by the Captain of the Guard; and in the 
Preſence Chamber, by the Lord Chamberlain, from whence he 
went into the Privy Chamber, where the King and Queen met 
him. 


The Saturday after was taken up with the uſual Ceremonies in 


making Knights of the Bath, to attend his Highneſs at his Crea - 


tion, which were Twenty-five in Number. 


Upon Monday following theſe Knights of the Bath met in the 
Queen's Cloſet, where they put on long Purple Satten Robes lined 


with Taffaty, and a Hood like a Batchelor of Law about their 


Necks, from whence they proceeded to the Water Gate at White- 
ball, and, in a Barge prepared for them, went ſo habited before 


the prince (who likewiſe followed by Water) with the other At- 


tendants to Weſtminſter Palace, where his Highneſs landed, and 


then proceeded to the Parliament Chamber in the following

The King was ſeated on his Throne in the Parliament Chamber, 
or Lords Houſe, and the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, (being in 
their Robes of State, and the Temporal Lords having their Coro- 
nets) with all the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſſes of the Lower 
Houſe, were preſent; the Foreign Ambaſſadors, the great Ladies 


of the Realm, and the Lord-Mayor and Aldermen of London, were 


alſo ſeated upon Scaffolds erected for that Purpoſe. 

The Proceſſion entring the Parliament Chamber in the Order 
aforeſaid, made three ſeveral low Reverences (as they approach d) 
to his Majeſty ; and when they came to the Throne, Garter King 
at Arms making his Obeiſance kiſſed the Letters Patents, and gave 
them to the Lord Chamberlain ; he preſented them to the King, 


who delivered them to the Earl of Salisbury, Principal Secretary 
of State, and he read them, the Prince kneeling the whole Time 


before the King, and at the Words accuſtomed ( the Secretary 
pauſing upon them for that Purpoſe) the King put on the Robe, 
the Sword, the Cap and Coronet, and the Ring, and delivered him 
the Rod; then the reading of the Patent being finiſhed, the King 
kiſs'd him on the Cheek, and the Earl Marſhal, with the Lord 
Chamberlain, conducted him to his Parliament Seat.

The Ceremony being ended, they returned to Weſtminſter Palace 


Stairs in the following Manner, viz.

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They took Barge at this Palace Stairs, and landed at Whitehall, 
where the Officers at Arms, the Knights of the Bath, the Mem- 
bers of Parliament, and the Lords being firſt landed, attended the 
King and Prince, walking before them into the Hall, and from 
thence up the Stairs into his Majeſty's Preſence Chamber, whither 
the King and Prince likewiſe came. 

The Prince, the Lords, and Knights of the Bath deſcended again 
into the Hall to Dinner, where the Prince ſeared himſelf at the 
upper End of a Table, accompanied with the Lords that attended 
him at his Creation, who fat at both Sides of the Table with him; 
and at one Side of another Table, on the Left-hand, fat the Knights 


of the Bath in their Robes, attended by the King's Servants. 


At the ſecond Courſe, Garter with the Heralds came to the 
Prince's. Table, and, after low Obeiſance, proclaimed the King's 
Stile with three Largeſſes, viz. King of England, Scotland, France 
and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, &c. And then proclaimed 
the Prince's Titles, viz. Prince of Wales, Duke of Cornwall and 


Rot hay, Earl of Rothſay, Earl of Cheſter, and Knight of the Garter, 


with two Largeſſes. And the whole concluded with great and 

eneral Rejoicings. 

After this Prince was created Prince of Wales, it was thought 
fit that he ſhould keep a Court by himſelf, and thereupon Sir Tho. 
Challoner, who had before been his Governor, was now made his 
Lord Chamberlain, Sir Edward Phillips his Chancellor; and all 
other Officers were appointed belonging to a Prince's Court ; and 
_ his Court at Sr. Fames's, the King then reſiding at White

The Prince had the annual Revenue ariſing from the Duchy 
of Cornwall; and other Lands and Rents of great Value were like- 
wiſe ſertled upon him: nevertheleſs the King made him free 
Gifts of very large Sums of Money, for the better Support and 
Maintenance of him and his Houſhold.
